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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to teach, disclose, or suggest, either alone or in combination a piezoelectric 
transformer having a constraint layer mechanically bonded between a first electroded major face 
of a first input electro active disk and the first electroded major face of the first output electro 
active disk such that said constraint layer at least partially constrains the radial deformation of 
the first electroded major face of said first input electro active disk; wherein the constraint of the 
radial deformation of the first electroded major face of the first input electro active disk prevents 
the first electroded major face of the first input electro active disk from radially deforming as 
much as a second electroded major face of the first input electro active disk radially deforms 
such that there exists a difference between the amounts of radial deformation of the first and 
second opposing electroded major faces of the first input electro active disk. Therefore, the 
limitations contained on claims 1-17 are considered to be in condition of allowance.
